I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  Year 
1906. 


POPULATION. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  at  the  middle  of 
the  year  was  15,148,  and  on  this  number  the  tables  are 
based. 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  3'ear  was 
621,  which  is  59  more  than  the  number  for  1905,  and  is 
equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  40'9  per  thousand  per  annum. 
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This  is  an  increase  of  2‘87  per  thousand,  compared  with 
the  birth-rate  for  1905.  The  males  numbered  326,  and  the 
females  295.  The  birth-rate  in  the  Administrative  County 
of  Durham  was  35’2.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  District 
during  the  year  was  254,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of 
16'8  per  thousand,  per  annum.  In  public  institutions  and 
other  places  outside  the  district,  34  deaths  occurred 
among  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  which  makes  the 
total  number  of  deaths  288.  The  males  numbered  135, 
and  the  females  153.  The  total  death-rate  is  therefore 
19’01  per  thousand.  The  number  of  deaths  is  13  more 
than  the  number  for  1905,  and  the  death-rate  is  higher  by 
0'41  per  thousand.  The  death-rate  in  the  Administrative 
County  of  Durham  was  17’5.

There  were  74  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  during 
the  year.  This  is  10  more  than  the  number  for  1905,  z^nd 
is  equal  to  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  4'9  per  thousand  as 
compared  with  4'3  for  the  previous  year.  The  average 
zymotic  death-rate  for  the  past  ten  years  was  4‘2.  The 
zymotic  death-rate  in  the  administrative  County  of  Durham 
for  1905  was  2'4.

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DISEASES  OF  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  other  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs  caused  58  deaths,  which  is  16  more 
than  for  the  year  1905.  Phthisis  caused  14,  which  is  13 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Tubercular  diseases — other  than  Phthisis — was  8, 
which  is  3  more  than  during  1905. 

Cancer  caused  5  deaths,  as  compared  with  6  for  1905; 
16  were  due  to  Premature  Birth,  and  24  to  Congenital 
Debility.

POPULATION  AND  HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  as  estimated 
by  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  rate  per  house  at 
lest  census  was  15,148. 

The  building  trade  was  brisk  during  the  year,  and  the 
demand  for  houses  was  in  excess  of  the  accommodation  ; 
a  considerable  number  of  families  connected  with  the  new 
bridge  works  being  in  temporary  residence  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  39  houses  were  demolished.  Of  these  37 
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were  in  the  line  of  the  new  bridge  in  Wear  Street  and 
Inkerman  Street  and  Crown  Road.  All  were  old  houses 
of  an  inferior  sort,  and,  from  a  sanitarj^  point  of  view, 
some  of  the  worst  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  old  houses  destroyed  was  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  the  houses  erected  in  other  parts  of 
the  district. 

In  the  course  of  systematic  inspections,  house-to- 
house  visits  were  frequently  made. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

The  Birth-rate,  40‘9  per  thousand,  is  the  highest  for 
several  years,  and  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years,  which  was  39‘7. 

DEATH-RATE.

The  increase  in  the  death-rate  is  solely  due  to  in¬ 
creased  infantile  mortality. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  three  sections,  but  this  is  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  the  marked  increase  in  the  in¬ 
fantile  section. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  or  belonging  to  the 
district  was  288,  and  of  this  number  165  were  under  5 
years  of  age,  116  being  under  1  j'ear,  and  49  between  the 
ages  of  1  and  5  years. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  ; — Diarrhoea,  which 
caused  51  deaths.  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  21,  Debility 
23,  Premature  birth  16,  Whooping  cough  12,  Convulsions  12. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  main  cause  of  the  high 
death-rate  among  infants  was  Diarrhoea.  The  epidemic 
of  Diarrhoea  was  doubtless  due  in  some  degree  to  the 
continued  hot  weather  in  summer  and  autumn. 

Outward  sanitary  conditions  are  to  some  extent  re¬ 
sponsible  ;  for  the  existence  of  the  Diarrhoea  producing 
organism  is  dependent  upon  a  soil  polluted  with  decom¬ 
posing  animal  matter,  and  prolonged  heat  only  favours  its 
development.  On  this  account  open  middens  ought  to  be 
entirely  abolished  and  replaced  by  water-closets. 

The  substitution  of  water-closets  or  ash-closets  for 
open  middens  has  been  the  policy  observed  by  your  Council 
for  some  years,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  during  the 
past  year  the  improvement  effected  in  your  district  in  this 
respect  was  marked. 

But  it  is  probably  domestic  conditions  that  are  mainly 
responsible  for  the  high  infantile  death-rate,  and  the 
possibility  of  improving  these  conditions  has  been  demon¬ 
strated.  It  has  been  found  at  Huddersfield,  for  example, 
that  the  high  mortality  among  infants  can  be  arrested, 
and  all  over  the  kingdom  an  agitation  is  taking  place  for 
preservation  of  infant  life. 
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The  experiment  at  Huddersfield  so  remarkably  suc¬ 
cessful,  showed  that,  with  suitable  attention,  it  is  possible 
to  save  one  half  of  the  lives  of  infants  that  would  other¬ 
wise  perish  fi’om  neglect.  In  all  cases  the  experiments 
were  carried  out,  not  by  Municipal  or  Health  Authorities, 
but  by  citizens,  and  the  plan  of  operations  is  this  :  A  band 
of  visitors  is  organised  ;  these,  immediately  after  a  birth 
is  notified,  visit  the  house  and  give  such  help  or  advice  as 
is  necessary  in  the  treatment  and  nursing  of  its  baby.  In 
the  case  of  Huddersfield  a  voucher  for  jSl  was  presented 
on  the  occasion  of  the  first  visit,  and  for  this  £1  was  given 
on  the  first  anniversary  of  the  child’s  birthday.  In  the 
interval  the  visitors  keep  in  touch  with  the  mother  and 
child,  particularly  in  the  first  weeks  of  the  child’s  life,  for 
it  is  recognised  that  many  of  the  mothers  have  not  had  the 
training  needed  to  equip  them  for  the  nursing  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  children.  It  is  largely"  a  question  of  domestic 
cleanliness  and  proper  feeding.  The  prevention  of  disease 
among  children  would  practically  solve  the  public  health 
question  in  South  wick. 


ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  48  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified  during 
the  year.  In  9  cases  the  state  of  the  domestic  surroundings 
was  such  as  would  account  for  the  disease  ;  13  cases  were 
directly  due  to  eating  shellfish,  4  cases  were  due  to  in¬ 
fection  from  other  cases  in  the  same  family,  and  in  the 
remainder  of  the  cases  notified  the  origin  of  infection  was 
not  traced. 
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Between  the  18th  June  and  3rd  July  16  cases  of 
Typhoid  were  notified  in  the  district,  and  there  is  very 
clear  evidence  that  13  of  these  had  a  common  origin  in 
contaminated  mussels. 

On  the  17th  May,  a  steamship  which  had  been  lying 
in  the  river  for  several  years  at  Southwick,  was  put  into 
the  Cornhill  dry  dock  to  be  cleaned.  The  bottom  of  the 
vessel  was  one  mass  of  mussels,  and  workmen  and  others 
who  had  access  to  the  dock  carried  off  these  mussels  in 
bucketfuls  and  shared  them  out  to  their  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bours.  The  mussels  were  submitted  to  various  processes, 
according  to  the  taste  or  inclination  of  the  possessors, 
washing  with  water,  pickling  with  salt  and  water,  or  with 
vinegar;  boiling.  Thirteen  of  the  cases  partook  of  the 
mussels  between  the  19th  and  20th  May.  In  eight  cases 
the  shellfish  were  eaten  uncooked,  and  in  four  cases,  all  in 
one  family,  there  is  some  doubt  whether  the  mussels  were 
even  washed.  In  nine  cases  there  were  immediate  bad 
effects  in  varying  degrees  of  severity  from  gastric  discom¬ 
fort  and  a  feeling  of  sickness  to  acute  pain,  vomiting,  and 
diarrhoea.  The  four  cases  referred  to  above  suffered  most 
in  this  respect.  The  majority  of  the  patients  dated  the 
beginning  of  the  illness  from  about  a  fortnight  after  the 
disorder  which  immediately  succeeded  the  eating  of  the 
mussels.  Many  others  who  ate  the  mussels  stated  that 
they  experienced  no  bad  effects  and  in  one  case  at  least 
severe  immediate  effects  were  not  followed  by  Typhoid. 
Three  of  these  cases  terminated  fatally. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was 
23  ;  the  type  was  very  mild. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Only  two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
origin  of  infection  was  not  discovered. 


MEASLES. 

Measles  was  not  prevalent  to  any  extent  during  the 
year. 


WATER. 

With  the  exception  of  Thistley  Hall  and  the  farm  of 
Witherwack,  the  whole  district  is  supplied  with  water  by 
the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company,  and 
the  supply  was  satisfactory.  As  I  have  stated  in  previous 
reports,  an  efficient  supply  of  wholesome  water  is  urgently 
required  at  Thistley  Hall  and  Witherwack.  ^

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 


JOINT  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  total  number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  from  Southwick-on-Wear  was  45.  Of 
this  number  10  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  23  Enteric  or 
Typhoid  Fever.  The  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  equal  to 
43  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
notified,  and  the  35  Typhoid  cases  are  equal  to  73  per  cent, 
of  the  Typhoid  notifications. 
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SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL. 

Southwick-on-Wear  is  one  of  the  districts  represented 
on  the  North-East  Durham  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board. 
The  scheme  for  the  establishment  hy  the  Joint  Board  of  a 
hospital  at  Whiteleas  has  for  some  time  been  suspended, 
and  negotiations  have  been  entered  into  by  the  Joint 
Board,  with  the  Corporation  of  South  Shields,  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  accommodation  for  smallpox  cases  in  the 
South  Shields  Smallpox  Hospital. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  were,  during  frequent  in¬ 
spections,  always  found  clean  and  well  kept,  and  in  most 
respects  satisfactory.  There  was  a  perceptible  tendencj'- 
to  interfere  with  the  provisions  made  for  ventilating  the 
cowsheds  hy  closing  openings,  with  the  object  of  keeping 
the  cows  warm.  Extensive  improvements  in  the  drainage 
and  in  the  surroundings  were  carried  out  at  Red  House 
Farm. 

SEWERS. 

New  sewers  were  laid  in  Clarence  Street,  South  Back, 
James  Street,  Red  House  Farm,  and  three  under  the  new 
railway  from  Winifred  Terrace,  West  Avenue,  and  Dodd 
Street  respectively. 

Sewers  have  been  relaid  in  South  Back  Camden 
Street,  Wear  Street,  West  Back  Wear  Street,  North  Back 
Crown  Road,  North  Back  Alma  Street,  West  Back  Ogle 
Terrace,  Bow  Street,  and  Fulwell  Road. 

Additional  manholes  have  been  constructed  in  old 
sewers  in  East  Back  Morgan  Street,  South  Back  The
